Pendet Penyambutan 

Pendet is a welcoming and offering dance that is performed both in sacred and secular spaces. 

Godeg Miring 

(Pagan Kelod style, selisir mode) 

This piece is transferred from the classical gamelan gambuh and is used to accompany the dance of the King. This is a version 
from a village famous for semar pegulingan music, Pagan Kelod, which is now part of Bali’s capital Denpasar. 

Puspanjali Dance 

Puspanjali was created in 1989.The name Puspanjali is taken from the word Puspa meaning flower and anjali meaning 
respecting or greeting. Thus, Puspanjali means ‘greeting with flowers’. 

Sekar Gadung 

(Gerenceng Palace style, tembung mode) 

In Balinese, sekar means ‘flower’ and gadung is the type of flower. Normally performed to accompany the Knights’ entrance in 
the gambuh dance drama, this beautiful composition can also be played as an instrumental piece. 

Condong and Kakan-kakan Gambuh Dance with Perong Subandar 

(Pagan Kelod style, selisir mode) 

This ancient court dance takes place in the palace with the lady-in attendance ( condong ) and her maidservants ( kakan-kakan ). 
The musical accompaniment was extinct until Vaughan Hatch and Mekar Bhuana Conservatory reconstructed it from a 1977 

field recording by Professor Pande Made Sukerta.
